ings Bank,

particular savings bank, in 
large a town it may be situ 
In Scotland the eighteenth cen 
tury was the time, perhaps, of her 
direst poverty, and, at any rate, as 
compared with other countries in the 
world, was the period of our greatest 
thrift. One hundred and twenty years 
ago there were probably no more than 
sterling or 300,000 
of current coin In the whole of Scot 
land, and when you compare that with 
the 14,000,000 pounds sterling of de- 
posits in the two savings banka of 
Edinburgh and Glasgow you may ar 
ive at some computation of what the 
lifference of prosperity is between 
Scotland today and Scotland of that 
lay. That was the time of Scotland's 
greatest thrift. In these days we read 
that the one great object of a Bcot- 
tish peasant was thrift, not so much 
for the sake of a livelihood, but for 
the sake of his funeral-e-to amass 
enough money to obtain a decent fun- 
eral, which was calculated at about 
two pounds sterling, and these pa 
lent, selfdenying people amassed 
snough for what, after all, is the most 
insignificant event in our lives-—toil 
ed and spun and spared themselves 
for that purpose, Much more than 
that, they maintained thelr own aged 
parents, thelr own relations, They 
hought a shame to take any money 
from the public or the State. They 
had a spirit of independence which ts 
it leas equal to any spirit of indepen 
dence that we boast of now, They 
scored to take assistance, they scorn- 
ed that any dhould maintain their fa 
nilies but themselves, They gave the 
litle surplus in charity, for there were 
plenty of recipients in the 
and tinkers on the road, 
tion at large was thrifty, independent 
self-respecting to a degree, perhaps 
known in no other nation at any other 
period in the world. 

When things were in this impover- 
ished state In Scotland, the Scottish
